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Hornet News Editor Jerry Hall speaks with Cyprian Ekwensi about Biafra and 


its problems,

On a visit to the Sacramento State 
College campus yesterday, Saul Landau, 
noted social commentator and film maker 
ou the Cuban revolution, appeared before 
Dr. Richard Hughes’ class, Rebeliion in 
America, to express his views on the 
correlation between the radical movement 
in America and the Cuban revolt. 

Landau, a native New Yorker, has 
traveled six times to Cuba since 1960 
with his most recent trip in July of ’69. 
Through these visits he has become quite 
an expert on the Cuban revolution, writing 
a book co-authored with Paul Jacobs 
entitled ‘“‘The New Radical’ and pro- 
ducing four documentary films for tele- 
vision; ‘‘Losing Just the Same’’ (1966), 
“Report from Cuba’’ (1967), ‘*From Pro- 
test to Resistance’ (1968) and ‘‘Fidel’’ 
(1969). 

The youthful Landau, projecting his 
ideas on the radical movement, had this 
to say, ‘There is very little relationship 
between the radical movement in the United 
States and the Cuban revolution, simply 
because the situations are different, In 
Cuba the fight was against imperialism 
and poverty, while in America these 
objectives have been defeated,’’ He feels 
that what the American radicals can look 
to Cuba for is personal heroism and 
denial portrayed by the revolutionaries 


in Cuba, ‘*The Cuban revolution teaches 
revolution, not revolution tactics, to the 
radicals of America.”’ 

Commenting on the situation in Cuba 
today, Landau said that the Cuban revo- 
lution is an example of success, During 
a conference with Fidel Castro he said 
that there are no hungry people in Cuba, 
Although the diet may not be sufficient 
by United States standards, no one is 
hungry. Also every able-bodied man can 
find work in Cuba, enough to sustain a 
decent standard of living. 

Fide! also outlined to Landau the three 
points that must be fulfilled before Cuba 
will open relations with the U,S,; 1) United 
States withdraw from Vietnam and let 
the NLF take their proper role in the 
political structure of Vietnam, 2) U.S, 
pay to Cuba some reimbursement for the 
economic harassment and debt inflicted 
upon Cuba by the United States and finally 
3) the United States cease and desist 
from all imperialist moves throughout 
the world, 

Landau agrees with this final point 
and said, ‘‘The U.S, should get out of 
the rest of the world,"’ Continuing to 
project on the situation of the U,S., 
Landau said, ‘‘Capitalism has reached 
its function . . now we should use it 
to help rather than just for profit,” 

Landau’s appearance was sponsored 
in cooperation with the Cultural Programs 
Committee of Sacramento State College.

Cyprian Ekwensi, author and head of 
the Department of Information in Biafra, 
presented a lecture designed to promote a 
cultural view of Biafra as a nation to 
Sacramento State College Students, faculty 
members and TV cameras in the Ribera 
room Wednesday afternoon, 

Speaking on ‘‘African Culture and Lit- 
erature,’’ Ekwensi stressed that these two 
factors, culture and literature, have be- 
come so powerful that African writers are 
obligated to show a way out of the cul- 
tural and politica! conflicts existing i: 
Africa today. 

In commenting on the United States’ role 
in the Nigeria-Biafra War, Ekwensi said, 
**The U.S. administration is allowing iis 
policy to be decided by the Harold Wilson 
government, which is partisan and sup- 
porting Nigeria with arms. We expect the 
U.S, administration to exercise the right of 
independent judgment by basing policy on 
the actual facts of the struggie.”’ 

But the American people, Ekwensi add- 
ed, are ‘‘humanitarian and warmhearted’”’ 
and not bound by the policies of a foreign 
government and have gone ahead to tackle 
the humanitarian aspects of the Biafran 
problem without delving into the political 
and economic aspects, 


Causes of war 


Ekwensi offered to explain the causes 
of the war raging in his homeland by 
saying, ‘‘There has been a breakdown in 
confidence between peoples of former 
Nigeria, culminating in a massacre of 
Biafrans, who then fled to their country 
which contains rich petroleum.”’ 

He accused the Organization of African 
Unity (OAU) of trying to take a prepared 
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solution to the problem which is not based 
on the findings. He said the OAU is 
not trying to end the Biafran War the 
“African way,’’ which is to stop fighting 
and look into it. 

During the question and answer period 
after his lecture, Ekwensi was asked if 
Africans identify with black Americans. 
He replied: ‘‘There is a need for close 
identification — all black peoples are 
working for the same end, There is a 
conscious effort in the U.S, to look out- 
ward but in Africa we are so concerned 
with our problems we have not reached out 
to Blacks in the U.S.” He went on to 
say he felt visits and cultural exchanges 
would help. 


Pan-Africanism 


Another ¢ sestion dealt with the concept 
of Pan-Africanism, Ekwensi explained 
that Pan-Africanism will depend on the 
African peoples. He said there cannot 
be Pan-Africanism if Africans are con- 
tinued to be killed because there will 
be no Africans left for the Pan-African 
movement, 

When asked what made him choose 
what side to be on in the Biafra-Nigeria 
conflict, Ekwensi said, ‘‘I just fled for 
my life.’’ 

Ekwensi, who is sponsored by the Com- 
mittee for Biafran Artists and Writers, 
Inc., came to SSC under the auspices of 
the Cultural Affairs Committee. He has 
lectured in the United States since Nov. 
li and will continue his lecture series 
until early December. 

Ekwensi has published several novels, 
among them ‘‘Burning Grass,”’ ‘‘People 
of the City,” ‘‘Beautiful Feathers,’’ and 
‘Jaguar Nana,’’ In addition, he has to 
his credit collections of short stories 
and folklore, and novellas.

Student body should 
be allowed to decide 


Due to an error in the initial action accepting a bid for the construc- 
tion of the football field lights, the Student Senate now has had to call 
for new bids, 

This will necessitate further delay, It is unlikely that the new bids 
will be in and acted upon before the Christmas recess, 

We, therefore, see no reason why the Senate should not reconsider 
its decision to ignore the petition calling for a referendum on the lights. 

We have long been opposed to the lights. We continue to oppose them, 
not only because we remain unconvinced that they are economically 
feasible, but also because the issue has never been put before the student 
body. 

May we remind the Senate that there is precedent for the referendum 
In point of-fact, the Sepate that originally approved the lights had planned 
to put the question before the student body, and only reconsidered its de- 
cision todo so after heavy pressure from certain special interest groups, 

The Senate should have stood by its earlier decision. The lights will 
be paid for by the student body, We don’t think that we have to remind 
anyone of that fact. We feel, therefore, that the Senate has an obligation 
to let the student body voice its opinion, 

Once the student body has done so, we feel that the matter can be 
considered closed, 

But until then, we will continue to oppose the arbitrary actions of 
the Student Senate in disregarding the petition before it. 

We would like to make an offer to the Student Senate. If the Senate 
will agree to conduct the advisory referendum, as it should, the Hornet 
will agree to abide by the decision of the student body. 

We would append one condition to this offer, That condition would be 
that the Student Senate also agree to abide by the decision of the student 
body as expressed in the referendum,

Should Arts & Sciences - 
be restructured ?

\ little-noticed recommendation in the concluding half of Sacramento 
State College’s Self-Study Report issued last June concerns itself with 
the restructuring of the Schoot of Arts and Science and deserves to be 
brought before the attention of the students of the college, 

By means of introducing the issue I should like to present the following 
capsulized history of the issue, 

In the school year 1966-67 ( my first on this campus) the College 
Council, forerunser of today’s \cadem’c¢ Senace, set out to restructure 
the then-existing ‘“‘divisions’’ of the college into scnools in accordant 
with guidelines setdown by the Board of Trustees and the Chancellor’s 
Office At that time the college consisted of the following divisioas

In addition, the School of Artsand Sciences, which is the largest body 
on camous, has come to dominate campus politics and proved, I think, to 
be somewhatunnieldy, Wbereas the divisions which ocenupied what is now 
the School of Arts and Sciences had 3 division chairmen, the Schoot of 
Arts and Sciénces has only one dean and an associate dean, 

Ihe diversity of the School of Arts and Science has been recognized 
in all areas of the college, 

lhe A\cadem Senate, in 
next president, chose not to elect representation from the Schools of 
Arts and Sciences at large, but rather to break \rts and Sciences into 
the faculties of Social Science, Humanities, Science and Math, Sound 
familiar to the old division set-up? 

The Student Senate, at the behest of students concerned about the 
representativeness of the student senators elected from (rts and 
Sciences, last spring split up the School of Arts and Sciences into in- 
terest blocks similar to the Academic Senate, 

It would seem that the primary motivating force behind the Self-Study 
Committee’s recommendation was not necessarily functional but rather a 
matter of practical politics: the professional! schools and divisions resent 
Arts and Sciences domination of campus politics. 

It is worth noting that although students had little to do with form ila- 
ting its recommendations, the Self-Study Comunittee did consist of two 
students, Jim Burchill and Chuck Cariletta, Professor David Lucas, now 
chairman of the psychology department was director of the Self-Study 
Operation, 

The importance of splitting up Arts and Sciences from an academic 
viewpoint cannot be over-estimated, I shalluse the example ot m» field, 
Social Sciences, for the purposes of illustration, 

The social and behavioral sciences have come increasingly to recog- 
nize the interdisciplinary nature of the field, Martin Landau, in his 
article ‘‘The Interdisciplinary Approach’’, explores the breaking down 
of the formalized boundaries of the social and behavioral sciences, As 
stated in the introduction to the Schoo! of Social Sciences of the General 
Catalogue of the University of California, Irvine: ‘“‘The classic divi- 
sion of subject matter into the domains of anthropology, economics, 
geography, political science, psychology, and sociology is more honored 
by tradition than reflective reality, We face the pleasures and despairs 
of political economy, geo-psychology, ethno-sociology, and other hy- 
phenated challenges to disciplinary orthodoxy,’’ 

It is interesting to note that UC, Lrvine has noi structured itself into 
Colleges of Arts and Sciences as have the Berkeley and Davis Campuses, 
\t Irvine we find the School of Social Science, the School of Humanities, 
and so on, 

fo further illustrate my point, it is worthwhile to note that Acting 
President Otto Butz, whois a full professor of government at Sacramento 
State, was a ‘‘professor of social science — interdisciplinary studies”’ 
at San Francisco State before accepting the invitation of Johns to be- 
come vice president for academic affairs at SSC, 

Prior to the establishment of the formalized school structure the 


electing the Committee to select SSC’s 


strict disciplinary nature of the various departments was somewhat re- 
duced by the fact that there were no department chairmen, although a 
head’’ of the various faculties was chosen, In fact, former president 
Guy Nest had always insisted on the inter-disciplinary nature of the 
entire college, 
Certain faculty members in the department of government have re- 
cently begun to enunciate the interrelatedness of the social and be- 
havioral sciences and to clamor for aninterdiscipiinary approach, Pro-

fessor J, Merritt Winans, the last chairman ofthe division of the social 
sciences, confesses that the interdisciplinary nature of the social 
sciences, on this campus, has broken down, He points out that only 
three courses remain in the catalogue under the listing of ‘‘social 
science,’’ and these tend always to be taught by profs from specific de- 
partments, 

I am equally concerned about the breakdown of a good interdiscip!inary 
program in the social sciences and would urge that the restructuring of 
the School of Arts and Sciences take this into consideration, Kumor has 
it that the restructuring may very well take place this year: if it does I 
would propose that a School of Behavioral andSocial Sciences be for med 
to consist of the departments of government, geography, soiciology-an- 
thropology, psychology, history, economics, and communications, ‘he 
latter currently non-existent, 

In concluding, it is interesting to note the status of the former divi- 
sion of science and mathematics and specifically the status of one of its 
components, the ‘‘department of nursing.’”’ When the School of Arts 
and Sciences was formed, nursing was granted the status of an auto- 
nomous division — not quite as good as a school but better than a de- 
partment of a school, 

As the division of nursing matured, it ultimately requested school 
status. This request, which was approved by the College’s Long 
Range Planning Committee and the Academic Affairs Committee 
(of which I was a member), and endorsed by the Academic Senate and 
College President, was rejected at the Chancellor’s Office because of 
‘‘statewide implications.’’ Nevertheless, the possibility that the divi- 
sion of nursing will join the ranks of the professional schools remains 
good,

Conrad firrnly states, if any 
court decides the California Labor 
Code protects a demonstrator 
whose absence has disrupted his 
employer’s business, he will intro- 
duce corrective legislation at the 
1970 General Session.

Liberals are afflicted 
with Munich syndrome 


In observing the nauseatingly sanctimonious display of righteous 
(but highly selective) indignation over the violence in Vietnam by the 
Vietnam Moratorium Committee, it is readily apparent that those 
involved are incorrigibly afflicted with the Munich Syndrome, Of 
course, when the term ‘‘Munich’’ comes up, one is immediately infor med 
that it is irrelevant, incompetent, immaterial, etc, Naturally, liberals 
tend to resent the implication that the classical application of liberalism 
to the problem of international violence would ever be repeated by them. 
But this is precisely what would happen if those wearing the button with 
the deformed dove on it had their way, 

Contrary to what they would have us believe, there are very signifi- 
cant parallels between what happened at Munich and the situaiion in 
Vietnem as can be observed in a review of the Munich situation, The 
Municii crisis centered around the Sudetenland which was a strip of 
land which was cut off from Germany and given to Czechoslovakia as a 
part of the peace settlement of World War I, That land contained 
several! million Germans who identified with Germany and never did 
reconcile themselves to being a part of Czechoslovakia. Thus, at the 
time preceding the confrontation, the Sudeten Germans, agitated by 
Nazi infiltrators, were in open revolt against the Czech authorities, 
Adolf Hitler, apparently believing that those people should have the 
right of self-determination, particularly if they have determined to 
be a part of the Third Reich, made a non-negotiable demand that the 
Sudetenland be returned to Germany, threatening war if the demand 
wasn’t complied with by a certain date, There were several nations 
committed to defend C zechoslovakia in case of attack: France, England, 
and the Soviet Union (on condition that France did), However, a¢ the

Determined group meets obstacles

The determinction of a few Sac- 
ramento State College students has 
set in motion a television series 
geared to inform the general view- 
ing public of csmpus affairs and 
events. 

Farly Friday mornings at 6:30 
on KCRA.-TV, an attractive, smil- 
ing face appears on your television 
screen and says, ‘‘Good morning, 
I’m Sharon Hyndman and this is 
‘Campus Spectrum’.’’ For the next 
half-hour a variety of news events 
interspersed with the public ser- 
vice announcements and interviews 
with various people are presented 
to explain to viewers that the col- 
lege community is also their com- 
munity. 

Preparation for the weekly pre- 
sentation begins early in the week 
when the copy is prepared, inter- 
views arranged and announcements 
confirmed. On Tuesday evenings, 
in the studio of the SSC Close Cir- 
cuit Television workshop, mem- 
bers of Speech 128 gather to pre- 
pare the sets and coordinate the 
filming for that week’s program. 
The following morning everyone i: 
situated at their particular sta- 
tion awaiting the time to tape the 
segments of the show. About half 
of the crew remains in the contro} 
room to monitor the large contro! 
panels, tape recorders, and the 
video-tape machine. The vemain- 
der of the crew and those persons 
to be interviewed take their places 
on the sets and behind cameras. 

When the lighting is set, the 
camera angles derived, and every- 
one composed, a timer is switched 
on and everyone notified, ‘One 
minute to air time.’’ Cig?rettes 
are crushed owt, a straggly hair 
is pushed in place, the hustling 
about by technicians ceases and 
everything becomes quiet until the 
executive producer, Tom Waldeck, 
signals the subjects that they are 
‘‘on the air.’’ This is the time 
when coordination of cameras and 
control room timing is a crucial 
factor in professionally taping 
“Campus Spectrum.”’ 

There are usually three seg- 
ments to each show and it takes 
approximately four hours to pro- 
duce the half-hour presentation. 
Since everything is recorded on 
video-tape, and because there are 
no facilities for editing what has 
been recorded, the ‘‘Campus Spec- 
trum” series is aired exactly as 
it happens. For this reason, few 
if any mistakes can take place 
during these filming sessions. 
Should errors occur, as they oc- 
casionally do, they will be aired 
on that week's tc'ecast. 

‘‘Campus Spectrum’’ attempts 
to give the Sacramento area view-

ers a cross-section of college 
activities and affairs by repre- 
senting the college for what it is 
and not as it is presented through 
the news media, One goal of 
“Campus Spectrum”, says Wal- 
deck, is to have every department 
on campus in some way exposed 
to the pubiic. Only in this manner 
can the public derive a realistic 
idea of campus life. 

The program is not necessariiy 
designed to reach the college stu- 
dent per se, says Waldeck, but 
rather the regular television 
viewers at that time of the morn - 
ing, when people get up early to 
go to work. ‘‘We want them to see 
that the college community isn’t 


separate from the Sacramento 
community, We want them to know 
they can also attend sporting 


events, concerts, art exhibits and 
other school activities.’’ 

Waldeck believes a person can- 
not attain a reasonable understand- 
ing of college life by watching only 
one program of the series. The 
public, he says, must watch three 
or four programs in order to 
understand the complexities and 
problems of the college commun- 
ity. “Campus Spectrum” has 
attempted to alleviate this prov- 
tem by presenting a special 
program once a month which con- 
centrates entirely on one particu- 
lar college problem, This program 
is called, “College in Crisis,’’ and 
attempts to bring all points of 
view into focus so the audience 
might see the problem from all 
angles. 

“The Campus Spectrum”’ crew 
atterapts to combine old techniques 
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of television broadcasting learned 
from classroom studies, with ex- 
perimental methods of broadcast- 
ing. This, continues Waldeck, 
“gives broadcasting students a 
chance to try new ideas and develop 
skills, such as directing, where 
we are constantly creating and 
producing.’’ ‘‘Campus Spectrum’ 
is an endeavor to combine an 
informative operation with that of 
a light form of entertainment. 

In the near future Campus Spec - 
trum expects to use remote erjuip- 
ment to conduct interview. with 
passing students on campus. ft is 
believed that by involving students 
in the series and presenting 
various ideas and commentaries, 
the disorganization represented by 
the television news medium can be 
somewhat lessened. 

Waldeck is optimistic about the 
series, but says the only way it 
can survive is if the rest of the 
campus becomes directly involved 
and offer the necessary support 
to help maintain the program’s 
interest and appeal. To date, no 
one has refused to appear on 
Campus Spectrum, and in fact, 
more people are approaching tne 

ow with new ideas, but their 
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but future looks good 


numbers are not nearly enough. 
There are so many problems that 
should be aired and discussed, 
agree most of the crew, that it is 
ironic that more people on cam- 
pus do not bring them new ideas 
and proposals. 

Campus Spectrum appears 
within an educational series on 
KCRA named ‘‘Rhyme = and 
Reason.”’ Phil Boyer, the pro- 
duction director at Channel 3, is 
also optimistic about the Campus 
Spectrum series. He maintains 
that the program has been well 
received by early morning view- 
ers and a number of phone calls 
and letters have been received 
praising the program. Because 
the program appears in a fringe 
period, he says, those who view 
Campus Spectrum have become 
loyal spectators. 

Boyer feels the program can 
stand on its own merits and does 
not need supervision or editing 
before teievising. It is an essential 
part of their programming, he con- 
tinues, and will remain as long as 
there are good reactions from out- 
side. 

When ‘‘Campus Spectrum”’ ap- 
pears on television as a finished 
product, it commences with a 
straight information or news seg- 
ment. Sharon Hyndman, the pro- 
gram’s hostess, starts off with 
campus news events and is followed 
by a sports report and thenanarts 
presentation by Gloria Smith. This 
segment contains information 
about various college activities and 
usually accents one particular 
function. 

Following the first portion is a 
deeper investigation into current 
events, also conducted in a re- 


laxed atmosphere. The discussion 
may involve school administra- 
tors, professors and students, and 
has taken in the past the nature of 
political commentaries, discus- 
sions about college admissions, 
and other semi-controversial 
problems. 

The third and final segment, 
as explained by Waldeck, is in 
theory a lighter entertainment 
presentation. In the past, ‘“Cam- 
pus Spectrum” has offered to its 
viewers a televised tour through 
a makeshift art gallery and other 
things of this nature. The future 
for this particular segment will 
perhaps involve & satirica] docu- 
mentary dealing with daytime tele- 
vision. Also tentatively planned 
is a presentation about Judy Gar- 
land which will display over 200 
slides and film clips of her work 
and life. 

The future for ‘‘Campus Spec- 
trum” is encouraging. KCRA has 
expressed a desire for the pro- 
gram to continue through the 
summer. The same proposal was 
offered last spring, but due to the 
lack of funds, the ‘Campus Spec- 
trum’? crew decided not to con- 
tinue. The same fate may be in 
store this year unless some com- 
pensation is given to the students 
who participate in the production 
of ‘‘Campus Spectrum.”’ 

It has not been easy for the 
crew even to this date. There 
exists an obvious lack of support 
even within their own department. 
Disappointments and frustrations 
are common for Campus Spectrum 
as the speech department has not 
readily accepted the program. 
They indicate it should be better

Johnson stated that he does not 
think student representation is 
adequate in the Government Dey.

knowledge, not to stimulate the stu- 
dents.”’ 

However, not all of the pro- 
fessors agreed with this opinion.

Munich conference which was held to peacefully (piecefully’”) settle 
the matter, Czechoslovakia’s ‘‘friends’’ decided, under the instigation 
of Neville Chamberlain who wanted to accomplish ‘‘peace in our time’’ 
by showing good faith and reasonableness, just gave the Sudetenland to 
Hitler, One of the delegates was quoted as stating, ‘‘We are not going 
to war just to keep the Sudeten Germans out of Germany,’’ 

Needless to say, Germany went ahead and attacked Czechoslovakia 
anyway, and then Poland, then France, then England, then the Soviet 
Union, etc, This is not to say that war would necessarily have been 
averted but for the appeasement at Munich; however, Hitler would have 
confronted united opposition and not be able (o play his game of ‘‘divide 
and conquer,’’ and the war wouldn’t have lasted as long. 

One would have concluded that the disastrous aflermath of the peace- 
at-any-price appeasement policy would have penetrated the liberal mind, 
but, for the most part, it hasn’t. Liberals are incorrigible; they continue 
to live in that wild, weird, wonderful world of liberal abstractions where 
everybody is basically good and altruistic at heart, and that in any 
potentially violent situation it is only necessary to show one’s good 
faith and trust and peace will prevail, They are eager to apply their 
appeasement policy again and again: with riots, suspend law and order; 
with the problem of nuclear arms, unilateral disarmament (not all at 
once, of cour se; just discontinue adopting any new weapons systems which 
will eventually produce the same effect); with crime, disarm the law- 
abiding population; campus disorder, capitulate to all non-negotiable 
demands made by disrupters; ad nauseam. 

And, of course, with Vietnam, they want to withdraw unilaterally, 
Those on the hard left who are spearheading the whole anti-war move- 
ment are quite aware of the disastrous consequences of bugging out, as 
are those who support the war, It’s just that they desire the conse- 
quences to happen. They are on the Viet Cong’s side — a fact which they 
have made no effort to conceal, as they say: ‘‘Ho, Ho, Ho Chi Minh! 
The NLF will surely win!!”’ Indeed, they would like to get a similar 
revolution going in this country. 

It is only those fuzzy-minded refugees from reality who think that 
our country can avoid the inevitable aftermath by merely wishing it 
away.

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Prof advocates assault on environ threats 


Sacramento State College pro- 
fessor Fred L. Hector has advoca- 
ted a regional assault on forces 
threatening California’s environ 
ment, In addition to being ?*50- 
ciate professor in environmental 
resources at SSC, Hector is also 
president of the Council of Bay 
Area Soil Conservation Districts. 

Addressing the twenty fourth 
annua! convention of the California 
Association of Soil Conservation 
Districts at the Sacramento Irn, 
Hector stated that regiona’ ap- 
proach is necessary because of the 
environmental heritage we must 
leave for following generations and 
the impact that we or our neighbors 
have on others. 

An example he used concerned a 
group of neighbors in the Sierra, 
“They put a dam across the Yuba 
River, then picked off and stored 
the spring flood waters, The big 
flows that had come down the ‘uba 
were not so big anymore, Through 
time imunemorial the spring runoff 
had picked up big round boulders 
and tumbied them downstream. As 
they rolled, the rocks ground each 
other to sand, These sands had 
flowed downstream to the bay 
where they were carried by tides 
and currents to Santa Cruz and 
Monterey."’ Hector continued by 
explaining how both towns were 
beach resorts and that the Sierra 
neighbors were ‘‘robbing them of 
sand for their beaches.”’ 

Among examples Hector used as 
a government created agencies 
functioning on a regional basis 
were the Bay Area Rapid Transit, 
Association of Bay Area Govern-

From Viktor Franki’s Man’s 
‘Search for Meaning,’’ reference 
was made to the idea that the only 
way we can grasp the innermost 
core (the very essence) of another 
being, is to be in love with that 
person, Gotta pointed out that time

Referring to Erich Fromm’s 
‘The Art of Loving,”’ Gotta dis- 
cussed the notion of ‘‘falling’’ in 
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love, Dualities such as giving, 
care, responsibility, respect, and 
knowledge which are concomitant 
with love, can’t be achieved by 
‘falling into it."" The idea that 
one is never really in love (in 
connotes & static state) but instead 
developing toward love (toward 
sugge sts continuity) brought a fav- 
orable reaction from the group. 

From an essay by Oswald 
Schwartz in ‘‘Women: The Variety 
and Meaning of Their Sexual Ex- 
perience,’’ Gotta made reference 
to the point that a lover looks at 
the center of the personality of 
the love object and the peripheral! 
qua.ities (i.e., musical talent, good 
looks, social status, money, etc.) 
become less significant. 

it may very well be that young 
people will turn to marriage in an 
attempt to satisfy an unsatisfactor 
pre-marita! love life, Marriage in 
no way guarantees sexual happi- 
ness and satisfaction. Gotta did 
state that he fek that the notion 
of <exual incompatibility is blown 
somewhat out of proportion. Ifa 
couple can make it in the kitchen, 
the living room, the dining room, 
the recreation room, etc., they can 
make it in the bedroom. The bed- 
room (sexual happiness) may serve 
as a barometer in reflectii« how 
the entire relationship is going. 
Consequently, a problem which 
may seem sexual, may stem from 
quite another source. Comenunica- 
tion becomes critica! in all of the 
rooms of the home.
